On October 7, 1972, former New 
York Governor Nelson A. 
Rockefeller appointed the Task 
Force on Financing Higher 
Education and requested it to 
undertake a ‘comprehensive 
evaluation of the present laws 
and methods of financing higher 
education, both public and 
private,” in New York State. The 
finished report of the task force 
which sits on our desk deals in 
part with the role that tuition 
plays in financing higher 
education, and-what can be ex- 
pected in the next decade con- 
cerning the possibilty of a rise in 
tuition. This and related matters 
was the topic of a discussion on 
December 17, 1973 with President 
Sigmund Smith. 

The first thing Dr. Smith 
pointed out was that since this 
report came out in March 1973, 
the recommendations have been 
gunned down by the State 
University of New York (SUNY) 
Chancellor’s Advisory Com- 
mittee on Community Colleges. 
This was done mainly because of 
the vagueness of the report 
concerning community colleges.

Tuesday, November 13, Guy 
Archer of the National 
Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws (NORML), 
spoke on the problems, both legal 
and social, created by marijuana 
legislation passed recently in 
New York State. Archer, a 
member of NORML for several 
years and author of a soon to be 
published book (The Politics of 
Marijuana), supported the 
decriminalization of marijuana 
possession as a solution to these 
problems. He divided his 
arguements for this position into 
two basic categories—individual 
liberties, and physical evidence. 

The 17th century philosopher, 
John Stuart Mill, was among the 
first to expound the theories of 
individual liberty and privacy 
which have since been 
incorporated in our own 
Constitution. In a truly free and 
democratic society, Mill argued, 
the rights of a minority can be 
sacrificed at the wishes of those 
in power. This idea took form ina 
political system for the first time. 
in the U.S. Constitution, and in 
particular in the Bill of Rights 
and subsequent amendments. 


The influence of the strong~ 


feelings of personal freedom that 
helped shape the Constitution has 
been carried on even to today, as 
evidenced in such Supreme Court 
decisions as those related to 
abortion, the rights of criminals 
and the accused, and 
pornography. It is a long and 
honorable position in U.S. history 
to defend minorities.

What Price Higher Education? 


In turn, the Advisory Committee 
has been charged by the SUNY 
Board of Trustees to prepare a 
new funding formula to be 
presented for legislative con- 
sideration in 1974. Among its 
most significant recom- 
mendations are to continue the 
“low tuition, full opportunity’’ 
policy to meet the needs of lower 
and middle class income 
students, and to continue the 
traditional use of state, local 
sponsor, and student tuition 
sources to fund the state’s 
community colleges. This is 
significant because of much talk 
lately concerning the possibility 
of eliminating tuition charges (a 
situation which presently exists 
in the City University of New 
York). As Dr. Smith points out 
however, if tuition were to be 
eliminated, local and state 
governments would pick up the 
tab, almost surely resulting in 
higher taxes. 

' Tuition at community colleges, 
in New York State law books, 
cannot exceed one third of the 
school’s annual operating budget 
cost per student. Here at BCC, 
tuition is $588 per year, which, | 
Dr. Smith pointed out, is about 31 
per cent of the cost of BCC’s

represent an oppressed minority, 
Archer stated, and _ their 
continued abuse by such laws as 
those currently in force in New 
York State violate the traditions 
of personal liberties alluded to 
above. Marijuana smokers, 
NORML feels, deserve the same 
treatment under the law 
guaranteed women, blacks, and 
other minorities. It is toward this 
end that NORML’s lobbying 
efforts have been directed, 
Archer said. He compared the 
position of marijuana today with 
that of alcohol during prohibition. 
Even at the height of prohibition, 
possession of alcohol was not a 
crime in 46 of the 48 states of the 
Union. Why then is marijuana 
treated differently, Archer 
asked. And further, he pointed 
out that prohibitien was finally 
recognized as_ unconstitutional 
and was repealed. Marijuana 
laws deserve the same careful 
scrutiny for legality, Archer 


argued. * 
Aside for the case for 
individual freedom, Archer ~ 


pointed out substantial physical 
evidence that in his opinion 
shows the senselessness of 
marijuana laws. First, he pointed 
out the fact that many studies 
done over the last fifty years 
have all reached the conclusion 
that marijuana is not harmful, 
nor physically addictive. 
Further, recent research has 
tended to reject the theory that 
marijuana use leads to hard 
drugs. Indeed, it has been 
conclusively shown _ that 
marijuana is less harmful over 
all alcohol, Archer stated. There 
are over 9 million adults with 
serious drinking problems while 
marijuana has never been shown 


operating budget per student. 
The law, as it-presently reads, 
will not allow any community 
colleges to charge more than $650 
for tuition. When asked if BCC’s 
tuition will go up, Dr. Smith said 
it was just too early to tell. “We 
might be able to hold it to $588.” 
He also pointed out that many 


things go into figuring out tuition 


costs, such as faculty contracts, 
what the school’s needs are, and 
inflation. Tuition is set finally by 
the school’s Board of Trustees on 
the recommendations of the 
Administration. 


One of the recommendations of 
the original task force is to have 
local governments authorized to 
provide limited funds to students 
‘beyond those we recommend to 
offset tuition or other costs for 
students who live in that 
government’s jurisdiction.” Dr. 
Smith’s comment on this was 
that he liked the idea of it, but he 
didn’t know how practical it is for 
the tax base to provide these 
funds. Another recommendation 
was to set tuition at four-year 
schools lower in the first two 
years of undergraduate study 
and higher in the last two years. 
Dr. Smith expiained that the 


to cause such physical and 
emotional difficulties. Finally, 
relaxed marijuana laws do not 
lead to increased usage, Archer 
asserted. As an example he 
pointed to Oregon, where 
successful NORML efforts have 
resulted in relaxation of criminal 
penalties. No increase in usage of 
marijuana has been noted in that 
state, and none would result 
elsewhere, Archer said. 

In terms of actual efforts to 
reform marijuana laws, NORML 
is currently fighting out a suit in 
federal court ot reform national 
standards. The team of lawyers, 
headed by former Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark, are 


reasoning behind this is that 
courses cost more to teach in the 
last two years. Being that tuitions 
are to be uniform throughout all 


basing their argument on the 
contention that privacy 
guaranteed by the Constitution, 
and that whata citizen does in the 
privacy of his own home is no 
ones business but his own. This 
position has received support 
from several major national 
organizations including the 
American Bar Association. 
Decriminalization of marijuana 
was also recommended by the 
Presidents Commission on 
Marijuana Laws. 

Archer blasted the new New 
York State marijuana laws as 
“human sacrifice” and asserted 
that they were the ‘‘worst laws in 


the nation.” (NOTE: The new 
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schools in the SUNY system, Dr.

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Communications Improved 
In an effort to clear up some misunderstandings 
between the BCC student community and the ad- 


ministration, President Sigmund Smith addressed 
Student Senate at their December 11 meeting. Two of 


the topics covered during the meeting were a con- ° 


troversial speech by Smith to the Endicott Rotary 
Club and information on payment for the Survival 
Handbook published in September. 


In local newspapers, Smith was said to have im- 
plied that a ‘‘greener” is ‘‘a student who likes to sit 
under a tree and talk about achieving a liberal arts 
degree.”’ In The Greening of America, by Charles 
Reich, the book from which Smith took the term 
“greener”’ for his talk, the greener is defined as one 
who has the desire to get away from the oc- 
cupationally-oriented world and sit under a tree and 
try to find himself. Smith was the victim of a 
misinterpretation by the local press, and when 
students at BCC took the definition that they had read 
offensively, tempers flared needlessly. 


. In FULCRUM’s December 6 issue, a staff colum- 
nist had attacked the college president for refusing to 
use school funds to pay for the Survival Handbook. 
Smith stated before the Senate that he had a legal 
responsibility to avoid using college monies for 
anything other than budget line items. When the 
college received the bill for the handbook, there was 
no line item to cover it, and it was thus illegal for the 


~ school to pay for the book. 


We feel that a misconception existed here at BCC 
that the administration was to be denigrated over any 
denial of a student request. The campus community 
had overreacted to the administrative dilemmas. As 
a result, students were so consumed with anti- 
administration venom that they were unable to 
confront the matters with objectivity. On the other 
hand, our administrators could have eased the ten- 
sion by bringing forward the reasons for the actions 
as they happened by releasing memoranda to the 
student government and the student media. 


Whatever the case, both parties have learned-a 
valuable lesson, and we sincerely hope that the ad- 
ministration and-the students can work together for 
the college in the future, rather than against each 
other for personal gain as in the past. 


Note: At the December 12 meeting of theFaculty- 
Student Association board of directors, of which 
Smith is president, it was unanimously voted to 
reimburse student senate for the cost of the Survival 
Handbook.) 
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A Change In 


‘Con’ ditions

In November of 1971, 
immediately following the 
inmate rebellion at Attica State 
Prison, the Broome County 
Coalition For Prison Reform was 
established in an effort to show 
the citizens of this area the 
problems facing many of the 
penal institutions in the United 
States. This Group and related 
matters were discussed recently 
with a member of the coalition, 
Jim Heath of Endicott. Heath, 
himself a former convict, says 
this is the only active group of its 
kind, as far as he knows, in New 
York state. Membership 
numbers 150, with members as 
far away as Syracuse and 
Rochester. 

The long range goal of the 
coalition is to reform present 
conditions existing in prisons in 
America. Heath feels that 
prisons should’ be for 
rehabilitation, and that 
prisoners should have available 
to them means to better 
themselves, such as learning 
skills and crafts of extensive 
education. He feels that this has 
not been done, and points to the 
fact that 84 percent of those who 
leave prison return on another 
sentence. 

In the efforts to achieve the 
goal, Heath indicated that public 
support has been very good. He 
has no recollection of any 
‘thostile audiences” in the many 
talks he has given to students, 
church groups, and others. Part 
of the reason  audienee 
reception has been so good, he 
pointed out, is that in his talks he 
mentions that it costs taxpayers 
$11,000 a year for each prisoner in 


correctional facilities today. 
Support of the efforts of the 
coalition has been given by 
various organizations as well, 
including Operation 
Brotherhood, an Endicott based 
group. Operation Brotherhood 
just helped raise $1,000 for the 
coalition to begin a halfway 
house for convicts. A sum of 
$28,000 is needed to start the 
halfway house, the site of 
which is yet to be determined. 
Heath pointed out that there is a 
possibility that the-state will pay 
for one-half of this if the coalition 
can raise the rest. The halfway 
house, in order to save money, 
will have a staff of just one 
resident manager. It is planned 
to house nine men, at a cost 
which Heath says will be much 
less than the $99,000 which would 
be needed to keep these nine in 
prison for one year. He himself 
went through one of Scranton’s 
two halfway houses, one that now 
costs $100,000 a year to run. 
Scranton is now planning one for 
women, Heath explained. 


The main achievement of the 
coalition is the monthly bus trips 
to Attica and Auburn, which take 
relatives of prisoners to visit. 
These bus trips, which cost $200 a 
month, have been funded by 
money gained by Heath’s 
speeches, and from grants made 
by various church organizations. 
These trips have been going for 
17 months now, and do much, 
Heath says, to keep families 
close. 


There is, to Heath’s knowledge, 
no assistance being given to the 
coalition by any local or state 
elected officials. He has spoken 
to Governor’ Rockefeller 


concerning his cause, but to date, 
has gotten no support. As for 
Rockefeller’s handling of the 
Attica riot, Heath said, ‘“‘I feel he 
handled the situation all wrong.” 
Heath contends that Rockefeller 


should have visited the prison, 


which may have saved some of or 
all of the 43 who died. He declined 
to comment, however, on 
Rockefeller’s bid for the 1976 
Presidency. ; 


A week before this interview, 
Heath called the Attica warden to 
request a visit to the prison, in 
order that he may determine 
whether any changes have been 
made in the five years he has 
been out of prison. The warden, 
Heath explained, became 
hesitant upon learning that Heath 
was a convict at one time, which 
would give him a real 
opportunity to see if the situation 
has changed any. Heath is still 
hopeful of getting permission to 


visit Attica soon. 


Another situation the coalition 
wants to see changed concerns a 
bill which is now before state 
legislature. This bill would allow 
those conyicted of second degree 
murder after 1967 to apply for 
parole sooner than the waiting 
time is now. Heath fails to see the 
logic in reference to those 
convicted before 1967. He feels 
that the law should be made to 


treat all of the convict men the 


same.

In the September 13th issue of 
FULCRUM this year, a Mr.

This is the type of truth based 
on opinion and rumor that 
Chopping Block has consistently 
presented to the student body.

Business Office, the Ad- 
ministration, or even our Student 
Senate President. Fact has

The Chapin Story : 


Harry Chapin is your typical 
overnight success story—it only 
took him 15 years to make a 
major impression in the world of 
music. 

Prior to turning heads around, 
Chapin went through the stan- 
dard processes of being born (in 
Greenwich Village in New York), 
going to school, and moving 
across the river to Brooklyn 
Heights where he made the first 
decision that was to have positive 
repercussions later. He joined 
the Brooklyn Heights Boys Choir, 
where his fellow adolescent 

~ singers included Bobby Lamm 
(now lead singer with Chicago) 


and John Wallace (whom we will 
get to later). 

This early interest in music 
was shared by his three brothers, 
which is not too surprising 
considering that their father had 
been a drummer during the Big 
Band era. By age 15, Harry and 
siblings had formed a folk act. 
Harry played the banjo, and the 
high spot was a rendering of 
“This Land Is Your Land’. 
Harry recalls, “‘We sounded like 
the Chipmonks before our voices 
changed.’’- Besides the banjo, 
Harry was also studying trumpet 
and picking up a few guitar 
licks. Younger brothers Tom and _ 


Activist Role | Suggested ; 


Newly elected Student 
Assembly Chairperson Brian J. 
Petraitis says that the recent 
proposals ofthe Carnegie 
Commission on Higher 
Education, the Keppel Task 
Force and the College Entrance 
Examination Board (CEEB) 
aimed at revamping the student 
financial aid structure place an 
undue burden on middle class 
families and ‘“‘play the poor off 
against the middle class’’. 

Speaking before the first 
meeting of the newly created 
State University Student 
Assembly on November 3rd, 
Petraitis said the proposed 
revisions, which would hike 
tuition costs at public colleges 
and universities while decreasing 
financial aid to the middle class 
student, are ‘“‘devious political 
tactics” and impose a “middle 
class burden’ on families who 
will be caught anew in the 
financial squeeze. 

Petraitis, a graduate student at 
the State University College at 
Brockport, made the remarks as 
part of his acceptance speech to 


_the members of the Student 


Assembly. He said financial aid 
promises to be a major concern 
for State University students. 
throughout the coming year, 
along with the tenure issue and 


university funding. 

“On some SUNY campuses”, 
Petraitis said, ‘‘sixty percent of 
the faculty are tenured in a 
particular department. Most of 
these are the younger faculty, 
who will be around for years and 
years to come. . . the potential 
exists for a stagnating faculty on 
State University campuses.” 

Petraitis chided the Central 
Administration for denying 
students meaningful access to 
promotion and tenure decisions. 
“What the Administration has 
offered us”, he said, “‘is the 
rhetoric of reaffirmation and 
reform . . while students have 
been denied meaningful decision 
making power on most local 
campuses.” 

He added that creative 
thinking is needed to reform the 
tenure system and that students 
“must be brought into the tenure 
process at the very beginning... 
new procedures cannot be 
presented to us as-faits ac- 
complis.”’ 

Petraitis went on to demand 
that students and faculty be 
guaranteed significant input into 
the selection and periodic review 
of senior administrative staff 
members, both on the local 
campus and central  ad- 
ministration levels.

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He then suggested the role the 
Student Assembly could play in 
bringing attention to these issues. 

He characterized the Assembly 
as a ‘‘grand idea’ that must be 
more completely developed to 
effectively serve students. He 
rejected the “purist notion’ that 
the Student Assembly limit its 
scope strictly to university 
governance as a ‘“‘grand example 
of historical naivete’’. He said the 
Assembly ‘“‘must be a forum for 
all concerns of students, no 
matter how removed some say 
that may be from. internal 
university affairs.” 


Petraitis warned his student 
colleagues: “To not respond to 
all of these issues in a unified, 
vigorous manner is to ignore and 
remove ourselves from our 
300,000 constituents. These issues 
are what is affecting their daily 
lives.” 

“‘We are not here to engage in 
confrontation politics. We are 
here in good will as represen- 
tatives elected by our fellow 
students to do a job and furthe: 
their interests. : 

‘At the same time, we are not 
here to perpetrate the ills that 
oecur outside the confines of the 
SUNY system... the ills of our 
more tenured political leaders.” 


— 


Steve were also becoming 
musically adept, but the eldest, 
whom Harry claims is close to 
tone deaf, dropped out of the 
music scene. 

But then, so did Harry for a 
while. He put in time at the Air 
Force Academy, more time at 
Cornell where he studied - ar- 
chitecture and then philosophy 
and met another student who 
ultimately became his manager, 
and finally threw over school 


altogether. 
From there Harry made a 
beginning in the movie 


business—he got a job packing 
film in crates. And from there 
went on to film editing, and 
eventually made documentaries 
of his own. One he made with Jim 
Jacobs—“‘Legendary Cham- 
pions’’—went on to win an 


Academy Award nomination, as _ 


well as prizes from the New York 
Film Festival and the Atlanta 
Film Festival. 

There had been one short 


hiatus from films. In the summer 
of 1964, Harry, Tom, Steve and 
father Jim formed a group which 
played around the village. Harry 
provided some of the songs, and 
the beginning of his musical 
career might have happened 
then, except that his brothers 
were drafted into the Army. End 
of group and back to films. 

Until. 1971. Harry had once 
again been writing for his 
brothers when they decided to try 
another family venture. They 
rented the Village Gate for the 
summer to put on their own 
shows. Tom and Steve (now part 
of the group called the Chapins) 
were headliners. 

Harry did a solo act for about 
two weeks where he had his first 
chance of singing his highly 


distinctive songs for an audience. - 


Within a few days, Harry 
decided to expand the sound and 
form a band. John Wallace, now 
grown up into a bass player with 
a voice that could still simulate

his boyhood soprano days as well 
as dipping to bass tones was the 
firstto join. An ad in the Village 
Voice for a cellist brought Tim 
Scott. And a tape sent to Harry’s 
manager was the source for the 
lead guitarist, Ron Palmer. 
Together, the four rehearsed a 
week and then opened at the Gate 
for the summer. 


The results were spectacular. 
The band, unique in its structure, 
embellished and _ intensified 
Chapin’s music. The cello added 
a richness of texture impossible 
to match in other groups, while 
Palmer’s jazz-like guitar style 
(on an acoustic guitar supplied 
with an electric pick-up) brought 
intricate harmonies and rhythms 
and a heightening of mood to all 
the songs, whether happy, sad or 
evocative of something harder to 
Wallace’s. fine bass 
playing gave the group a bottom 
line on which to build melodic 
structures. ‘ .

Taxation In America

In the early 1960’s, President 
Kennedy told two U.S. Senators 
that oil billionaire J. Paul Getty 
was paying a federal income tax 
of no more than a few thousand 
dollars a year. The result: an 
annual savings for Getty of $70 
million. _ Be 

Thomas J. Watson, head of 
IBM, realized a profit of over $5 
million from sales of stocks in 
one year’s time. Yet legally, he 
‘was not even obligated to file a 
federal tax return. 

When Getty and Watson take 


_ their money down to the general” 


store to buy a few supplies, each 
of their dollars buys the same 
‘amount of goods as each of your 
dollars. Yet when taxes come due 
each April, their dollars are 
magically deflated down to near 
nothing while yours stand the full 
brunt of the legal tax rate. 
Outraged? Read on, Mr., Mrs., or 
~ Ms. Taxpayer, but beware. Those 
with high-blood pressure or short 
tempers may stop right here. 
Still with us? All right then, 
take a look at these figures 
(based on tax returns of the late 
1960’s and early 70’s) but 
remember, you were warned:

What this means is, if your 
income is in the $75-100,000 range,

income is in the $1,000,000 range, 
you save nearly 50 percent. 

Perhaps the biggest loophole 
for the rieh is the capital gains 
tax. What this tax does basically 
is to grant a lesser tax rate for 
monies earned from _ stock 
profits, state, federal, or local 
bonds, and related sources. Why 
these profits are worth less than 
profits earned by physical labor, 
native ability, skills, etc., is hard 
to understand but ignore this for 
a moment. It is estimated that 
only one family in ten can take 
any advantage from the capital 
gains tax..In effect, this is a tax 
designed to benefit a minority (10 
percent) at the expense of a 
majority (90 percent). As 
explained before, this tax in 
reality takes a part of capital 
gains income and makes it tax 
exempt. This is illustrated in this 
chart:

Therefore, under the Capital 
Gains Tax, the more you make 
the less you pay.

Of course, all the foregoing 
concerns only individual income 
tax. Corporate income tax is, if 
anything, even worse. Let me 
illustrate this with three brief 
examples: 

In the early 1960’s, some 
twenty-nine companies were 
indicted by a federal court for 
price fixing and fined a total of 
$500 million. An IRS decision 
allowed them to deduct these 
fines from their federal income 
tax as “‘ordinary and necessary”’ 
business expenses. At the 
corporate tax rate of 50 percent, 
this in effect cut the fines in half. 

From _ 1962-1968 Atlantic 
Richfield made a total net 
income of $797 million. From 
1962-67 the corporation paid no 
federal income tax. In 1968 it paid 
a tax rate of 1.2 percent. 

In 1968 U.S. Steel, one of the 
worlds twenty largest 
corporations, paid no federal 
income tax. 

We can find no excuse for 
either the individual or corporate 
tax situations. We agree whole- 
heartedly with the’ belief of 
Mayor Alfred J. Libous of 
Binghamton that 100 percent tax 
abatement is not always 
necessary to encourage 
development. One must realize 
that the total tax break given to 
individual tax payers alone is $77 
billion annually—in no way is this 
reflected in total in the nation’s 
economic growth. This $77 billion 
is in effect tax “welfare”; and 


‘ mostly, it is welfare for the rich.

Turn The Lights 


Down Low

With everyone talking about 
the energy crisis, the major 
question on the minds of many of 
us is, “Where do ‘we go from 
here?”’ It is quite obvious that we 
will never be able to enjoy the 
luxuries that oil has provided for 
us in a similar manner again. 
Plastic goods will be used 
drastically less, to say nothing of 
the use of the luxury-turned- 
necessity, the automobile. What 
will be used in their places? 

The replacement of oil with 
nuclear energy, solar energy and 
other energy forms, badly 
needed as it is, will take 
an estimated 8-26 years. In the 
meantime, domestic oil supplies, 
even including the Alaskan oil 
field, will last at the present rate 
of consumption no more than six 
years. Foreign oil, most of which 
comes from the Mid-East, can no 
longer be counted on to ease the 
situation, at least not until Israel 
gives up its occupied territory. It 
is imperative that the U.S. start 
an intensive program so that 
these power sources become 
feasible to use on a mass basis. 
And in the case of solar energy, 
the source (the sun) will be 
around as long as we are. 

The situation by the turn of the 
centruy could be like this. The 
only way to travel great 
distances would be by some form 
of mass transit, such as bus, 
train, airplane or boat. Short 
trips to work or to go shopping 
would be done by electric cars, 
perhaps even cars getting their 
power from solar energy. 
Electric cars have several 
advantages over the present auto 
for short trips. Electric cars do 
not pollute, they run much more 
cheaply, need fewer repairs; and 
do not waste energy. When idling, 
the car of today still burns gas. In 


an electric car, taking your foot 
off the accelerator causes the 
flow of electricity. Present day 
experimental electric cars have 
ranges from 50-60 miles, enough 
for many short trips. Plugging it 
into any electrical outlet can 
recharge a car for another 50 
miles in a matter of hours. 


Nuclear power plants can be 
used largely for heating buildings 
and heavy industrial machinery. 
Despite the beliefs of many, it is 
physically impossible for these 
plants to explode like an A bomb. 
And radiation leakage is very 
minimal, not enough to cause any 
harm to humans. The major 
complaint against these plants is 
the thermal! pollution which they 
cause. The plants are built near 
rivers of lakes, thus using the 
water to cool the reactors. The 
water is put back into the source 
a few degrees warmer than when 
it left. This change is enough to 
wipe out all marine life present in 
the water. This is an obstacle 
which must be overcome. 


In the meantime, until nuclear 
and solar energy come into use, 
we must use our remaining oil 
supplies very wisely. Luxuries 
such as snowmobiles, golf carts, 
motor boats etc. must be banned. 
Perhaps even a ban on all races 
involving vehicles using oil 
products will be needed. Mass 
transit systems must be 
improved and used. All of us have 
volunteered to give up some 
luxuries, such as driving our cars 
when we please. Other energy 
saving actions are needed. Be 
aware of the crisis, and you can 
easily see ways to save. When not 
reading at home for example, 
turn the lights out and burn 
candles. Eat cold meals once a 
week. When the weather is nice, 
cook outside. If each of us does 
just a little, no one will have to 
suffer. 
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QUESTION: Recently I have become less active 
in sporting activities. When I do participate it is 
usually cut short by a bad case of blisters on my 
large toes on the balls of my feet. I wear proper 
footwear and two pairs of athletic socks which 
does help some. 

Do you know of any method, medical, 
scientific or otherwise which will help toughen 


* the feet and thus eliminate the blisters? 


ANSWER: The problem you describe is not an 
uncommon one. Fair skinned people tend to have 
more difficulty with blister formation than 
darker skinned people, while people who spend a 
lot ef time barefooted develop very tough feet 
and seem to have many fewer problems with 
blisters. In any case, there are a number of 
suggestions worth following. 

~ Sensitive people should wear two pair of socks 
in their athletic shoes. A light pair of cotton 
socks first, followed by a heavy pair of athletic 
socks. When purchasing shoes, try them on with 
both pair of socks to make sure that the fit is 
good. If the shoe is too loose, excessive rubbing 
will enhance blister formation and if too tight 
pinching will result. A colleague who is an expert 
on the feet of athletes gave me the following 
suggestions: Soaking your feet in salt water (1-2 


tablespoons per quart) for 20 minutes each day: 


helps toughen the skin. Running in sand does a 
lot to make the top surface of the skin harder and 


tougher due to the mild abrasive qualities of the- 


sand. A similar thing can be accomplished by 
gently rubbing the vulnerable areas with very 
fine sandpaper fairly frequently. Of course, this 
should only be done before blisters start or after 
they are thoroughly healed. Likewise painting 
the susceptible areas with tincture of benzoin 
(available in pharmacies) also helps toughen up 
the skin. There are commercial preparations 
make specifically to prevent blisters but I have 
been unable to find them in regular drug stores; 
they seem to be sold directly to athletic trainers 
and teams. 

Not having 100 percent confidence in my 
suggestions, I will also tell you what to doin case 
you still get a blister. Stop mashing on your feet 
as soon as the blister begins to form. With a 
clean needle, puncture the blister at the edge and 
gently squeeze out the fluid underneath. Do not 
cut off the skin above the blister. To whatever 
extent possible, expose the injury to plenty of 
air. If necessary, use a bandage to prevent 
further rubbing until it heals. 


QUESTION: I have been harrassed by my 
clerks about the temperature in our office. They 
claim that they have all caught colds from the 
office being kept at 72 degrees and resultant 
drafts, I maintain that it is unlikely that cold 
germs are pumped into the airconditioning and

48823 


heating ducts and that air temperature has very 
little to do with catching a cold. Who is right? 
ANSWER: Score one for the office manager. 
Repeated experiments have shown that colds 
(upper respiratory infections) are not related to 
room temperature. In fact, recent evidence 
suggests that the transmission of colds, which 
are caused by a virus, results from the direct 
introduction of the virus into a_person’s 
respiratory system. This can occur because the 
virus is introduced into the nose by one’s fingers. 
The cold causing virus can stay alive for a 
reasonable period of time.on many surfaces and 
on the skin. Undoubtedly another major factor in 
the susceptibility to colds is the general health of 
the infected person. 


With the increasing likelihood of fuel _ 


conservation efforts, you may as well take up the 
cry of winter which is going to be: “Let them 
wear sweaters.” 


QUESTION: Are periodic sperm counts 
recommended following a vasectomy? If so, how 
often? I had a vasectomy in January 1972 
complete with singed and tied tubes and remain 
sterile. I remember the doctor saying that the 
tubes could possibly grow back together and 
allow sperm to get into action again, but I am not 
keen on the hassle involved in periodically 
taking sperm specimens to be checked. 
ANSWER: With the older style vasectomies in 
which the tubes carrying the sperm were merely 
cut apart and tied off, up to 5 percent of them 
reestablished an effective channel. With the 
newer type of vasectomy, which is what you 
describe, in addition to the tubes being cut, their 
openings are destroyed with an electric cautery 
and then they are tied off. With this technique, in 
only one to three cases per thousand have the 
tubes reopened. 

Following vasectomy, about ten ejaculations 
are necessary to clear the system of sperm>A 
check at this point indicating the absence of 
sperm should be considered sufficient for the 
future. Annual checks would be only considered 
worthwhile if a pregnancy would have absolutely 
devastating effects such as threatening the life 
of the woman or, if the vasectomy was done to 
prevent the transmission of a hereditary illness. 


QUESTION: I use a diaphram and 
contraceptive jelly. The jelly has a very 
antiseptic smell and taste. | am wondering if you 
know of brands that have a more pleasant odor 
and taste (flavors perhaps) or are free of any 
smell or taste. 

ANSWER: In doing research for this column I 
have set certain limits as to what I will and will 
not do. Comparison shopping is one thing, but the 
idea of launching a one man taste and smell 


comparison on different contraceptive products, 
seems to me to be above and beyond the call of 
duty. However, let me see if I can help anyway. 
In fact, the contraceptive jellies and foams I 
have had contact with do have something of an 
antiseptic smell and I suspect your comments 
about the taste of the product you are using is 
generalizable to others. I am unaware of any 
product which comes in flavors or special 
aromas though I think the idea would be 
marketable if it did not draw flies. 


To avoid interfering with preintercourse 
enjoyment, I suggest putting the diaphram in 
place rather carefully and applying the jelly only 
around the edge and the inside surface. Washing 
your hands to get rid of the odor of the jelly and 
the application of a small amount of perfume 
should mask the rest of the odor. Then, before 
actually having intercourse you could use one of 
the standard contraceptive foams applied with 
the diaphragm in place for added insurance. 


All contraceptives have their draw backs and 
their inconveniences. The whole trick is to use. 
your imagination_and focus on making love 
rather then allowing yourself to get distracted 
and tied up by the necessary technology. 


QUESTION: Recently I have been using 
honeysuckle perfumed talcum powder on my 
breasts after showering. Lately, my breasts 
seem to be enlarged a little, at least enough that 
my bras are getting snug. Could the enlargement 
be due to the powder? : 


ANSWER: While the idea of honeysuckle talcum | 
powder increasing breast size may provide 
many readers with charming fantasies, 
fortunately breast size is under the control of 
more rational forces, In the fully grown woman, 
an increase in breast size would almost certainly 
be related to one of three things: There has been 
an increase in total body weight; the woman has 
started taking birth control pills; she has 
become pregnant. Substances applied externally. 
to the breasts do not increase their size. 

This wouldn’t be the ‘‘Doctor’s Bag’’ without 
me speculating. I'd guess that you are 
honeysuckling your breasts for someone who is 
making you feel awfully. good, so perhaps you 
are relaxed and eating more, or perhaps you 
have even starting taking birth control pills. I 
sure hope the breast enlargement is not due to an 
unwanted pregnancy. 

Incidentally, if you decided to continue using 
the taleum powder, beware of hummingbirds 
when Spring comes.

Action was hot and heavy in 
the chambers of the Broome 
County Legislature, as budget 
caused varied 
reactions among county political 
leaders. At least one town’s 
official termed a decision to 


_ redistribute sales tax revenue 


“political blackmail’? while six 
legislators used that identical 
term to describe the actions of 
Mayor Alfred Libous regarding 
the sales tax controversy. 

County Executive Edwin 
Crawford had asked for a 1 per 
cent sales tax hike to raise 
additional revenue. This proposal 
however, ran into stiff opposition 
in the legislature. Finally, a 
compromise decision to 
redistribute sales tax revenue 
without raising the sales tax was 
reached. By this formula the 
county would keep 30 per cent of 
all sales tax monies in 1974, 50 per 
cent in 1975, and 60 per cent 
thereafter.

The energy crisis grew in 
intensity as the Arab nations 
continued to refuse to lift the oil 
embargo until Israel gives up all 
occupied territory, including old 


Jerusalem. Libyan dictator, 


Muammar el-Zaddofi, went as 
far as to say that the Middle East 
should return to the situation that 
existed prior to 1949. In 
Washington, a dispute over gas 
rationing led to the relieving of 
energy director John Love of his 
duties. His successor, William F. 
Simon later said rationing, if 
used at all, wouldn’t be used 
before March, 1974. Simon set up 
ten regional offices to work out 
the energy crisis, section by 
section, across the United States. 

Representative Gerald Ford of 
Michigan took the oath of office 
December 6 to become the 40th 
Vice President of the United 
States. Ford, a Republican, had 
previously resigned his position 
as Representative to assure the 
Vice Presidency. The oath of 
office was administered by Chief 
Justice. Warren Burger and 
followed Ford’s confirmation by 
the Senate and House. This 
marked the first occasion on 
which the provisions of the 25th 
amendment (Presidential 
succession) had been fulfilled.

In Washington news, 
Alexander Haig, White House 
chief-of-staff, admitted that he 
was having trouble keeping 
White House operations under 
control. An example of this came 
when two senior administration 
officials issued conflicting 
statements on the energy crisis, 
each apparently ignorant of the 
others statement. Neither had 
advised Haig of their statements. 

Meanwhile, the White House 
stated that President Nixons tax 
return for the last four years will 
be revealed shortly. The 
breakdown of his federal income 
tax is as follows:

1971—$878 
1972—$4,298

town officials was almost 
uniformly hostile at first. The 
most vocal opponent of the 
redistribution formula was 
Mayor Libous of Binghamton, 
who termed the legislators’ 
action ‘‘reckless’’. He said it 
showed a complete disregard for 
the needs of Broome’s 
municipalities. Meanwhile, Town 
of Union Supervisor Robert 
Kropp echoed Libous, calling the 
new formula “blackmail’’ and 
suggesting he would ask the State 
Legislature to intervene. 

Six Republican legislators 
responded to this barage by 
accusing Libous of ‘‘substantially 
misstating the facts.”’, leading to 
the sales tax decision. Libous’ 
threats of political retaliation 
were seen as an attempt at 
‘blackmail’ by the legislators. 

However, an abrupt reversal 
came on Friday, December 7, 
when a meeting of town officials 
gave its endorsement to the sales 
tax formula. The only dissenting 
vote came from _Libous, 
obviously bitter about the attacks 
of fellow Republicans and about

the actions of the meeting. 
Binghamton Finance Director, 
Leon Rosenberg, taking a cue 
from the actions of Libous, 
declared that Binghamton would 
now study the possibility of its 
own sales tax. 

While the sales tax controversy 
was resolved, county property 
tax rates were settled. The 1974 
rates would increase an average 
of $4 per thousand dollar 
assessment according to County 
officials. The following chart 
shows 1974 property tax rates for 
selected communities:

Prevents 


Stolen 
Bikes 


One of the worst possible 
results of the joyous Christ- 
mas season can be the theft 
of a brand new Christmas 
bicycle. But based on theft 
Statistics received by the 
BicycleInstitute of America, 
those shiny, new 10-speeds, 
soon to be seen under mil- 
lions of American Christmas 
trees, are in danger. 


Americans must secure 
their bikes.or they risk the 
chance .of losing them. 
There ‘are ways to thwart 
bike crime and they are out- 
lined below. But one of the 
best wayS is to press for 
registration and licensing 
laws at the local level. 
Statistical surveys show 
that more bikes are recov- 
ered when communities have 
strict registration ordin- 
ances. 

Failing this, here are some 
sensible precautionary sug- 
gestions to help prevent 
bike theft: 

e Lock your bike to a sta- 
tionary object. 

e Use a heavy-duty, case- 
hardened chain and lock, 
having a shackle of not less 
than 3/8 inch in diameter. 

eLock your bike in a 
conspicuous place. Most 
schools and campuses have 
bicycle racks which will 
frustrate thieves who are 
apt to be noticed by pedes- 
trians or police. 

e When a bike is equipped 
with quick-release hubs, 
simply remove the front 
wheel and take it with you. 
Who wants a one-wheel bike? 

e@ Never leave your bicycle 
out over night. Always se- 
cure it indoors. 

@Always run the chain 
through both wheels and the 
frame before locking. 

e@ Record the serial number 
of the bike. It is found in 
three places: on the head 
tube under the manufactur- 
er’s name or insignia; on the 
underside of the pedal crank 
housing; on the left rear toe- 
plate near the axle.
